(b ) " Şubscriber " means an employee who is required 

or permitted to subscribe to the provident fund. 
( c ) " Interest " means interest accrurd at the rata 

prescribed in section 5 ( a ) on the balanc? at 
credit of a subscriber to the Provident Fund 
calculated as if such balance were a deposit in 

the Post Office Savings Bank , 
( d ) “ Service " includes continuous service rendered 

under the Gwalior and Northern India Trans 

port Co. and under the Delhi Transport Service , 
(e ) " Fund ” means Provident Fund. 
( f) “ Regular " employee means an employee, other 

than a casual or a temporary employee, who 
holds a lien on a permanent post sanctioned by 

the Delhi Road Transport Authority . 
( g ) “ Family " means 
(i) In the case of a male subscriber , the wife or 

wives and children of a subscribcr , and the 
widow or widows and children of a deceased 
son of the subscriber ; 
- Provided that if a subscriber proves that his 

wife has been judically separated from him 
or has ceased under the Customary Law 
of the community to which she belongs 
to be entitled to maintenance she shall 
henceforth be deemed to be no longer a 
member of the subscriber s family in 
matters to which these rules relate , by 
express notification in writing to the 
Authority that she shall continue to be so 

regarded : 
( ii ) In the case of a female subscriber, the husband 

and children of the subscriber and the widow 
or widows and children of a deceased son of 
the subscriber ; 
Provided that if a subscriber by notification 

in writing to the General Manager ex 
presses her desire to exclude her husband 
from her family , the husband shall hence

Note 1. — " Children " means legitimate children . 
Note II .- An adopted child shall be considered 

to be child only when the General

3 . Subscription : 
( a ) Every regular employee on monthly rate of pay
